Does Stunts in Strange Plane 
While Fliers Stand Aghast; 
First Flight in Week. 


Paris, 
May 
28.— (A P )— Captain 
Lindbergh’s aerial daring in a French 
plane over Le Bourget yesterday gave 
the French air aces watching him a 
1 chill. 
They marveled at his readiness to 
take up a strange military plane and 
were startled at his swift thrilling 
! flight low over Paris. 
But these 
airmen, the cream of France’s flying 
force, were all but terrorstricken when 
j the aviator, in a strange ship, did 
circus tricks aloft, tumbling in the 
“falling leaf,” flying upside down and 
doing side slips, spirals and loops. 
The French officers felt responsible 
for the captain’s safety and it was 
for that reason that they were ter­ 
rified. 
His courage they admired, 
but they felt, said some, that he did 
in the air what the rest of them 
would never try without being well 
acquainted with the plane.
